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We come to thefull meaſure, as'in the daies of old; and now his appea- 

Tance in the Lamb(as ever it was when iniquitie was full) is to make 
war with the god of this world, and to plead with his Subjects concer- 
ning their revolt from him their Cre::or , who ordered their begin- 
Ning, and zave them a being, and their breaking the order that was in 
the beginning, and giving up their obedience to the worldlie ſpirit,and 
the inventions thereof, til they become ſo far one with it,as that ithath 
notoneiic defiled their fouls and bodies, blinded theireies, ftopt their 
ears, and ſo madethe creature utterlie unprofitable to God , and unfit 
fora Temple for him to be worſhipped in, or to hear the yoice, or un- 
deiſtand the mind of the eternal Spirit,by which they was created, but 
that they are alſo become open enemies to everie check and reproof 
of chat Spirit which thould lead them to Ged, and doth teſtifie againſt 
their evil deeds, and are not aſraid to ſpeak againſtir as a thing nor 
worth the minding, nor able to lead them in the waie of truth. Thus 
hath God loſt the creature out.of his call and ſervice, and he is become 
one with the god of this world , to ſerve and obey him in waies that 
deſpite rhe fp111r of Gracez and now uſe the Creation againſt the Crea- 
tor. Now avainft this evil ſeed, and 1ts whole work brought forth in 
that nature, doth the LAMB make war to take vengeance of his Enc- 
mies. ; 


vThe end of his War 5, 


O judge this deceiver openlic before all the Creation, ſhowing 
that his waies, faihious, and cuſtoms , are nor what God ordered 
for man to live in, in the beginning , to bind him and co redeem 

out of his captivitie,all who will but believe in the Lamb, & are wearte 
of this ſervice and bondage to his Enemie, and who wil but come forth 


= _- andreſtimonie openlie before all men, and willinglie follow him in 
> fuch waies as wherein the Father hath given him victorie over this po- 


tore all things , and make all things new , asthey were inthe begin- 
© ning, that God alone may rule in his own work. ' 
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may know what is for deſteuftion , to come out of it, left they be de- 
ftroyed with it, that ſo he may fave and receiye all that are not wilful- 
lic diſobedicnt, and hardenedin the pleaſures of this world, again 
him; all who are deceived, who are willing to be undeceived ; all who 
are captivated, who are willing to be ſet free; all that are in darkneſlc, 
and are willing to come to light : In a word, All that loves righteouſ- 
nefſe more then the pleaſures of fin, that he may not deſtroy them,nor 
they fight againſt him, and know not, but that he may receive them;ra 
be one with him againſt that which hath miſled and deceived them; * 
and as manie as turn at his reproofe , he doth receive, and gives them 
power in ſpirit and life to be as he is, in their meaſure,but all in watch- 
ing, and wars againſt that which hath had them,and now has the reſt of 
the Creation in bor.dage, that he may reſtore all things in their former 
I1berty. 


What they are to war againſt. 


ND that is , Whatever is not of God , whatever the eie ( which 

loves the world ) luſts after; whatever the fleſh takes delight in, and 
whatever ſtands in reſpe& of perſons , (as faith the Scripture) the luſt 
of the eic, the luſt of the fleſh, the pride of life, theſe are not of God; 
and whatever the god of this world hath begot gn mens hearts to pra- 
Rice or to plead for, which God did not place there, all this the 
Lamb and his Followers wars againſt, which is atenmity with it both 
in themſelves, and where-evyer they ſee it ; for inthe work of God a- 
loeBis his Kingdom, and all other works will he deffroy. So their wars 
is not againſt creatures , they wreſtle not with fleſh and blood which 
God hath made, but with ſpiritual wickedneſle, exalted in the heaits of - 
men and women , where God alone thould þe , and pleaded for, -byy, 5 AY 
which they become enemies to God,and their ſouls are deftrayed:- In- © ©: 
deed, their war is againſt the whole work and device of the god of this ; 
world, his Laws, bis Cuſtoms , his Faſhions, his Inventions, and all 
which are to add to, or take from the work of God, which was in the 
beginning, this is all enmitie againſt the Lamb and his followers, -who 
are entered into the Covenant which was 1n the beginning, and there- ,- 7; 
fore no wonder why they are hated of the god of this world , and his . 
ſubje&s, whocomes to ſpoil him of all at once,& to deftroy the whole 
bodie of fine, the foundation and firength of his Kingdome;, and to 
take the Government to himſelf, that God may whollie rule in the 
heart of man, and man whollie live in the work of God. I 
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What their Weapon: are. 


"A NDas they war not againft mens perſons , ſo their Weapons are 
- & net carnal , norhurtful to anie of the Creation; for the Lamb 
comes not to deſtroy mens lives, nor the'wock of God, and therefore at 
his appearance in hisſubjeRs,he puts ſpiritual weapons into their hearts 
and hands ; Their Armoris the Light; their (yord the ſpirit of the Fa- 
ther and the Son; their Shield is Faith and Patience ; their patkes are 
prepared with the Goſpel of peace, and good will towards all the Crea- 
tion of God:Their Breft-plare is tighteouſnefle and holinefle to God; 
their minds are girt with godlinefle, and they are covered with ſalyati- 
on, and they are taught with truth. And thus the Lamb in them,and 
they inhim, goes out injudgement andrighteouſneſs to make war with 
his enemies, conquering and to conquer,not'as the prince of this world 
in his ſubje&s!, with whips, 'and priſons, tortures, and torments 
on the bodies of creatures, to kill; and deftroy mens lives, who 
are deceived, and fo become his enemies; but he goes forth in the pow- 
er of the ſpirit with the word of truth , to paſſe judgement upon the 
Head of the ſerpent, which dothdeceive and beyitch the worl-{,and co- 
vers his own with his love, whileft he kindles coles of fire on the head 
of his enemies; for with the ſpirit of judgement, and with the ſpirit of 
burning will he plead with his enemies ; and having kindled the fire, 
and awakened the creature, and broken their peace and reſt in in, hce 
waits in patience to preyail to recoyer the creature, and ſlay the eami- 
tie by ſuffering all the rage, andenyie, and evil entreatings, that the e- 
vil ſpirit that cules inthe creature, can cat upon himzand he receives it 
all with meekneſſe and pitie to the creature, returning love for hatred, 
wreſtling with God again&che enmity,with prayers and tears night and 
daic, with faſting, mourning, and lamentation, in patience,in Githſul- 
nefle, in truth, in love unfeigned,in long-fuilering, and in all the ſruits 
of the ſpirit, that if 'by any means.he may overcome evil with good, 
and by this his lightin the ſight of the creature, that the eie may come 
to be opened, which the god of this world hath blinded, that fo the 
creature might ſee what it1s he thus hates, and what fruits he himſelfe 
brings forth, that the creature may be convincedzhe is no deceiver, but 
hath with him the life and power of innocencie and holineſſe, in whom 
he rules; and this preaching hath a power -in it to open the eye of all 
that are not wilfullie blind, bxcauſe they love the deeds of darkneſle, 
attd ſuch are leftthereby without excuſe for ever; and thus he in his 
members many times wreſtles and preaches to the ſpirits in priſon, with 
much long-ſufſering towards the world, a Nation, or a particular per- 
ſon, beforc he gives them up, and nurabers them for deſtruction, yea, 
ſometimes till their rage againſt him , and cruelty exerciſed upon his . 
mem- 


members be ſo great, that there be no remedie 3 438 1n the d

And theſe Fruits are his Colours he holds forth to all the world in 
ſuch as he reigns in: 
A? they come to ebey him, he covers them with love,gentleneſſe, faith, puti- 
ence, and purity, grace aud verine, temperance, and ſelf-denial, mg/- 
neſſe, and innocency, all in white, thas follow him,in whom he is, who walks 
themſelves as he walked, in all things confurming to God, with boldneſſe 
end xeal, owning the Lamb to betheir Leader, with him tefiifying againſt the 
world, That the deeds thereof are evil, themſelves the mean while covered with 
his Righteouſneſſe againſt all the ſlornes and tempeſs thatthey muſ? ve ſure to 
meet withall who bears that Teftimony which the Lambe hath ever borne, in 
whom he appeared wo the convincing of the world,that heis the ſame that ever 
he was from the beginning,that all that will believe and {ces hotineſſe may ſee 
where it is to befound, and come forth to him, &x be ſaved,thas the whole world 
becomenet as Sodom n the day of wrath, which ever comes npon a people o7- 
a Nation after Chriſt hath thus appeared, and been rej:tchd thereef. 


What his Kingdom is. 


"HE Power, the Glsry , and Compaſſe of it, is not comprehended with- 
 Þ mortal underfianding, which was before all beginnings, and endures for 
ever, who orders and limits all ſpirits in Fleaucn and Earth, 
who rules in the Rulersof the Farth, andin all heavenly places, though 
many ſpirits knows him noz, til they hav e felt his reproof for their rebellion a- 
gain#I him; his ſufferings are free for love: ſake , which is naturally in him to' 
the Creation, being his off-ſpring, for which cauſe be becomes meek and lowly, 
that he may bear the infirmities of the Creation, which doth n0 way takefrom: 
his power, who is equal with the Father, but doth manife#t his power to be un- 
limited, in that he all things, his Dominion hehath among ſi the Flea- 
then, and his hanas is in the counſels of the Kings of the Earth, and there is 
no place where he is not, who deſcends below all depths, and aſcends far above 
al Heavens,that he may fill all things. 

But his Kingdom in this world, in which he chiefly delights to walk 
and make himſelf known, is in the hearts of {uch as have believed in 
him, and owned his call out of the world, whoſe hearts he hath purifi- 
ed, and whoſe bodies he hath waſhed in obedience, and made them fit. 
for the Father tobe worſhipved in;and in ſuch he rejoices and takes de- 
light, and his eo, 2 inſuch is 19. OA Igea and Peace; in loyezin 
power and purity,he leads them by the gentle movings of his ſpirit out, 
of all theirown ways and wils, in which they would defile themſelyes,. 
and guides them into the will of the Fatier, by which thcy become, 
more clean and holy ; deeply he lets rhem kaow his Covenant, on , 
1OVy .. wt 
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"*how far they may go 3ndbe ſafe, he gives them his Laws and bis Sta- 

rures, contrary in all things to the god of this world, that they may be 

known to be his before all his Enemies; it they keep his counſel, 
they are ſafe; bur if rhey retuſe, he lets them know the correRion «+ rhe 
Father; his p1elence is great Joy tothem of 2 willing ming} bur with the 
froward he appears in trowardneſs; the kifles of his lips is lite eternal]: 
Bur who may abide his wrath ? the 1cciers oft the Father are with him, 
and he mabeth all his Subje&s wiſe; he makes them all onc heart, and 
with himſclf of the ſame mind ; his Government is wholly pure, and 
no uncleanthing can abide his juageruents : As any come into his king 
dom, they are known, and their change is to be ſeen of allmen; he 
keeps them low in minde, and a meck ipirir doth hg beget inthem; and 
with his power he leads them forth againſt allthe enmity of the evil 
one, and makes all conditions comfortable ro them who abides in his 
kingdom. 

Now aretheſe the laſt times, and many falſe Chriſts there muſt ap- 
pear,and bz made manifeſt by the tiue Chrift, with heir talſe Prophers, 
falſe Ways, aud falſe Worſhips, and talie Worſhippers, which thovgh 
They be at wars one With anuthir, yet not the Lambs war, Now ſeeing 
he hath appeared who is from everlaſting, and changeth nor, here is an 
everiaſting tryal for you all, all ſorts of profeſiors, whether you profetle 
Him from the Lerter, or the L'ght, come try your Chritt, meaſure 
vour life , and weigh your proteflion with that which cannot deceive 
-you, which hath ſtood, and will and for ever , for he is ſcaled of the 
Father. | 

Now in truth to God and your own ſouls , prove yeur wort intime, 
Teſt you and irperith together : Firſt ſee if your Chriſt be the ſame 
chat was fromeverlaſting to ever laſting , or is he changed according to 
rhe times, in life, in death, in pcace and wats, in reigning, in ſuffering, 
incaſting our, and receiving in; and if you finde the rruc Chrift, then 
prove your faithfulnefſe ro him in all things : Doth hmm whom you o- 
bey as your Leader, lead you out to war 2gainſt this world, and all the 
Pride and glory, faſhions and cuſtoms, love and pleaſures , and whar c- 
ver elſe is not of God thetein ? andtogive up your lives unto death, 
rather then knowingly ro yield your obedience thereto? Dorh he juſti- 
fic any life now, bur whar he juſtified in the Prophers, and Apoſtl-s,and 
Saints ot old ? Doth hegive his SubjeRs liberty now to bewto the god 
of this world, and his wayes, in thing> that be hath denied in the Sainrs 

-of old, and for denying whereof, many both then and now have ſuffer- 
ed? Is heat pezce in you , whileſt you are in the fleſhly pleaſures, or 
whileft you have tcllowſhip with the unclean fpirirs that arc in the 
world 2 Doth he nor lead our of the world, and toftrive againſt ic in 
warchings, faſtings, prayers, and ſtrong cryes to the Father, rhar you 
may be kept, and others delivered from the bondage and pollutions of 
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ic? Is hitKingdom the ſame in you * And doth he give out the fame 
ſpiritual Laws againſt all the Laws and cuftoms of rhe man of finne 1n 
you, a$ he hath done in his ſubjcRs in all ages ? Doth he heget in your 
hearts a new nature , contrary to the worlds nature in all things, mori- 

ons and delights like himſclf, whereby he works our the old nature thar 

inclines tothe World,and can be at peace th*rein, and now your peace is 
wholly in him, and that which crucifies the world to you, and you to ir, 
is your joy and delightzHath he called you our of this world, to bear his 
Name before the powers thereof, & pur his reftimony inro your hearts, 
and the ſame Weapons jnto your hands, as was uſed by the Saints of 
old againſt che powers of &arkaeſlc, whereby you have power given to 

OV<rcome evil with good, and many other fruits you may find, which he 
ever brought forth in his choſen, whereby they was known to be in him, 
and heinthem, fokyvhich the world hates them; by all which you may 
clearly knew if licbethe ſame in you ro day, as he was yeſterday in his 
p:ople, and for ever; tor he changeth not , nor conforms tothe world, 
nor the will of any creature, but changes all his followers, ciilthey be, 
come in all rhingslike himſelt; for they muſt bear his Name & Image 
before ail men and ſpirics, 

Now if you protetic the ſame as was, and is,and is ro come, the ſame 
for evermore,the ſame Chriſt , the ſame calling in youthar was in all 
the people of God, then prove your faithtulneſs in anſwering and obey- 
ing: Who is itthac ſees not that wars is begun? and ro whom hath nor 
the ſound gone forth 2 The children of light hath publiſhed the Goſ- 
pel of Lightthrough che world, and the Prince of darkneſs hath ſhow- 
ed his cninity againſt it; the Lambhath appeared with h.s Weapons as 


' before-mentioned , in much long-ſutfering, and the god of this world 


hath appeared to withſtand him wich his Weapons, and hath prevailed 
unto blood with much eagerneſs ; and the Lambe hath prevailed unto 


Tuffering with much meckae!'s and patience, each of them in their Sub- 


jets, in whom theſe contrary ſpirits as one againſt another ; and now 
ſee whar part you take, who hath hired you, and whoſe work are you in, 
orare you idle, looking on? Or are you gone out with the Beaſt of the 
field, and regards nothing bur your bellies and pleaſures ? Doth it nor 
greatly concern you rotry your eftare, ſecing all muſt come ſpeedily ro 
an account for thcir lives and ſervice 2 Are you ſuch as ſpend your rime 
and ſtrength in watching and praying to the Father of ſpirits for your 
ſelves and the people of God,that they may be kepr in the time of remp= 
ration,andaſſaults of thzevil one,who ſeeks his advantage on the weak : 
brethren, and for.your enemies, that they may be delivered from under 
his power, who are eaptivared by him art his will , ro fu}fil his luſts and 
envie,and ſatisfic his wrath upon the innocear. And do you deny your : 
ſelves of your pleaſures, profits, caſe and liberty, that you may hold 
forrh achaſt* converſation in the power and lite of gentleneſs, meeke.. 
neſs, fairhfulneſs & rrurh,exerciſing a conſcience void ofeffence towards 
God and all men,thatthereby you may ſhine forth in righteouſneſs, fo
